Concerted and well-directed action by public and pri¬ 
vate agencies is effectively educating the public to the 
evils of such carelessness and has already vastly improved 
the appearance and general attractiveness of tlio State's 
recreation areas and thoroughfares. 

The campaign has taken many forms.- Anti-litterbug 
laws impose a maximum penalty of $500 fine and si.x 
months' jail upon trash strewers. The Division of High¬ 
ways, which is compelled to speijd S700.000 a year to clean 
up behind them, makes this known through signs posted 
at well-selected points. The Division has likewise in.stalled 
trash cans throughout the highway system. 

Oil companies are offering reconditioned drums to 
counties wishing to foliow suit. Service stations are making 
trash bags available. The State Chamber of Commerce, the 
PTA, and numerous civic and commercial organizations 
are putting time and money into the battle. 

Prominent among these is the California Brewers 
Assn., which is now adding 50 billboards to the educational 
campaign which the State’s newspapers have been waging 
so proiftably. 

Results to date have been gratifying enough to put a 
broad grin on the face of Parky, the tidy-up kangaroo, who 
has been adopted as the symbol of this outdoor house¬ 
keeping program. The battle has not been won, of course, 
but its progress warrants optimism. 

It can no longer be argued that litterbugs are incur¬ 
able. It is plain that 99 and 44-100 per cent of them prefer 
cleanliness to messy disorder and have no intent to con¬ 
tribute to the expense, danger and displeasure that littered 
highways and recreation areas produce. But they need 
reminding, and that is an enduring job.

THE NEW law makes no

In no ca.se may 
a ‘“junior permit” bo issued 
to a person 16 years old or 
over. 

Instruction permits will 
continue to be issued to per¬ 
sons of any age over 14 
years, with the new limita¬ 
tion that instruction per¬ 
mit applicants must be qual¬ 
ified for a licen.se in the first 
place. 

This means that appli¬ 
cants of any qualified age 
must pass the DMV law and 
vision tests before being is¬ 
sued an instruction permit.
